Mrs. Frelinghuysen was born and 
educated in Boston and studied later in 
Paris. She now lives in Holmdel, New

ANNIVERSARY PAGEANT BEGINS

A colorful 4-night program enacting 
2=io years of Haddonfield history will 
take place “alfresco” at 8:30 P. M. on 
June 3 and 4. and June 6 and 7. 

The High School Stadium will be 
the scene of the founding of Haddon- 
field. the war battles waged here and 
the highlights of other notable events. 

The characters in this historical 
drama will be Haddonfield’s school chil- 
dren. 

One group will depict the peaceful 
Indians of New Jersey; another the 
early Quakers. Children from Christ the 
King School will portray Hessian sol- 
diers in battle dress as they returned 
through Haddonfield after the Battle of 
Red Bank. Children will show the build- 
ing of the first house by F rancis Collins

“This ( Haddonfield ) is the kind <it 
town that is worth traveling miles to 
see, for this is a town that cares. I'.ach 
time I drive down Kings Highway 1 
am struck anew by the pride this town 
has in itself — and by the fact that time 
lias enhanced, not ruined, old H addon- 
field. 

"Here, it is easy to relive history, for 
the past is on every side. Often 1 believe 
that Haddonfield is every hit as vital to 
an understanding of America as Wil- 
liamsburg — with one major difference: 
Haddonfield is all here: Williamsburg 
had to be rebuilt. 

"No one has ever summed up Had- 
donfield better than James Lane Penny- 
packer, who li\ed here from 1885 until 
iiis death in i 'H.t- One poem that he 
wrote in iyi.$ for Haddonfield's 200th 
Anniversary seemed to sum up that 
man's devotion for his place of being. 
He called it simply. ‘Haddonfield.’ and 
the first verse says: 

Village of pleasant lanes 
Village of treetops where the wild birds 
come. 

Village of welcoming church spires. 
Village of cheering hearth fires, 

Village where the neighbor spirit reigns. 
V illage of children — home! 

“A birthday, in short, ought to be a 
seeking of the neighbor spirit. 1 see a 
birthday as an opportunity to look back, 
to view a heritage, to sum up an exist- 
ence. Haddonfield’s celebration this year 
in reality is the kickoff for the state cele- 
bration. It is significant to me that the 
town where the neighbor spirit reigns 
should set the pace. 1 want New Jersey- 
ans to be intensely a. care of their sur- 
roundings. 


"1 hope, as well, that history can be 
viewed with detachment. A sense of 
humor helps, and so do a sense of pro- 
portion and a sense of excitement. 

“Consider Elizabeth H addon as a 
prime example. \ ou all know the story 
— or vou should — or you will before 
i<)6.t ends! Here was a young Quaker 
teenager who fell desperately in love 
w ith an attractive young missionary who 
called at her home. Here was a young 
woman who at age 20 crossed the 
dangerous Atlantic Ocean to seek that 
young man. 

“Think ot the impropriety of this. 
Today we parents fret at the antics of 
some of our teenagers, and we blame 
television and advertising and corrup- 
tion for modern misses who pursue a 
love on the telephone. Think of a 
voung miss — and a Quakeress at that — 
who followed her heart across an ocean, 

"Haddonfield grew beside the Kings 
Highway. History swirled over and 
across that road. Here the Indian King 
Tavern flourished and won such a name 
for itself that the state legislature con- 
vened here in the spring of 1777 and 
tarried long enough to adopt the state 
seal. 

“How long can the neighbor spirit 
reign ? 

"I venture to guess that it will reign 
only as long as many people in Haddon- 
field care about themselves and their 
surroundings. It will reign only as long 
as people in Haddonfield recognize that 
a town is best measured by its town pride 
rather than its economy. It costs money 
for a town to remain like Haddonfield, 
bur money is not the answer alone. It 
takes more: it takes pride.

1 he 
enthusiastic response of the entire town 
plus a contribution of y> 00 by the 
American Water Works Service Co.. 
Inc., put the campaign to save this old- 
est house in Haddonfield "over tne top, 
it was announced by M r. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Dalton, chairmen of the campaign. 

Society member, Mr. L. 1 . Reinicker. 
who is a member of the hoard of Amer- 
ican Water Works Service Co., made 
the recommendation as the company s 
worthy project for the y ear. 1 he So- 
ciety is especially grateful to Mr. Rein- 
icker and his company, and equally as 
grateful to every contributor regardless 
of the size of the donation. The many 
one dollar bills that flowed in was gen- 
erous testimony to the pride local resi- 
dents take in their town and its history . 

Plans for improving the Hip Roof 
House in order to preserve its structure 
and enhance its appearance are now 
under way . 
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in Haddonfield using the old chain sts- 
tem. Another group will stage the 
“goings-on” of the first schoolroom and 
then go outdoors and find the hones of 
the first Dinosaur discovered here. 

There will he a scene of Elizabeth 
Haddon on horseback proposing to the 
man she loved and married, John Es- 
taugh. Another scene will show the 
role Peter Stuvvesnnt played, in the 
town's history. 

A selected group from the Junior 
School will stage a Dolly Madison ball, 
complete with Minuet. Senior High 
School students will perform as an old- 
time bucket brigade coming ro the rescue 
of the burning of the old mill in Had 
donfield. 

Displaying the colors of each of the 
wars which have transpired over 250 
years by six Bov Scout Troops will be a 
highlight of the pageant. Thomas Pat- 
ton. instructor in instrumental music in 
the elementary school, has written an 
original cantata for this 250th Annivers- 
ary. 

Both the Junior School and Senior 
High School Bands will provide the 
music for the event. 

1'he script for the pageant was writ- 
ten b\ Mr. and Mrs. Stewart Joslin and 
will he narrated bv Mr. Harry K. 
Smith, WRCV news commentator, and 
a graduate of Haddonfield Memorial 
High School. Mrs. Donald Leeds
